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IS A CENTRAL BANK NECESSARY?

I venture to answer ‘‘NO.’’ Advocates of a Central Bank have pub- 
lished their views quite extensively, which, no doubt, are familiar to you all. 
Many are in favor of the establishment of a Central Bank under the dual 
control of the Treasury Department and the Banks, but object, however, 
to the establishment of Branch Banks, believing that the latter would 
seriously interfere with the local banks. This proposed Central Bank to be 
copied to a certain extent after the pattern of the Bank of France and the 
Imperial Bank of Germany. 


Argument Against Central Bank Plan 


One of the ablest arguments against the Central Bank plan has been 
made by Mr. Victor Morawetz of New York City, formerly chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
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Company. He says: ‘‘In order to establish in the United States a Central 
Bank on the European plan, it would be necessary to create a bank of 
colossal magnitude. The resources of the Central Bank would be drawn 
in large part from the existing banks and Trust Companies. They could 
not be created out of nothing. A vital question to be determined before 
creating such a bank is: How would the resources of the Central Bank be 
used? Would the bank have power to discriminate among borrowers 
making loans and discounts, or would it be obliged to treat all alike? 
Would the bank have discretionary power, by loans or by the rediscount 
of paper, to help particular banks, or the banks in particular localities, 
or would it be obliged to treat all banks and all localities upon precisely 
similar terms, without discrimination or partiality? 
The Control of the Central Bank 

The South would want the bank (that is, the Central Bank) to furnish 
eredit to enable the planters to carry their cotton and tobacco, so as to 
force higher prices. The West would want the bank to use its resources 
to enable the farmers to raise the price of corn and wheat. The large 
money centers would want the bank to help bankers and brokers to carry 
stocks and bonds when speculation runs high at the stock exchanges. Every 
refusal of the Central Bank to extend credit would be likely to result in 
charges of favoritism or of improper influences or of selfish motives. 

Another question of vital importance is: Who would control the Central 
Bank, with its vast patronage and power? The practical control of such 
a bank, as in the ease of every successful institution, probably would soon 
pass into the hands of one strong man, or a very small number of strong 
men. Although today the best man or set of men might be in control, 
there would always be danger that the control might pass into undesirable 
hands. To allow such a bank to be organized like an ordinary bank with 
transferable shares and a Board of Directors elected by its stockholders, 
so that a few rich men might acquire control of the bank and its manage- 
ment, would never be tolerated. 

Objections on Political Grounds 

On the other hand, to vest in the Government the power to appoint 
the managers of the bank, or to control its operations, might make the 
policy of the bank depend upon the result of popular elections, and might 
constitute the contro] of the bank a political prize to be disposed of by the 
party in power. To provide that some of the directors shall be elected by 
the shareholders of the bank, or by the other banks, and that some of 
them shall be appointed by the Government, would be a compromise that 
probably would suit no one, and that certainly would not prove efficient. 
A great bank must have a consistent policy and an executive head who 
can carry out this policy. Diverse interests cannot be fused by the creation 
of a composite board so as to produce a policy satisfactory to all. Ulti- 
mately control would pass to such of the different interests represented 
on the Board as might happen to unite so as to form a majority. 
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Would the creation of a Central Bank change the political methods 
that have prevailed in the Unitel States from the foundation of our Govern- 
ment to the present day, and would it place our party politics upon a new 
plane? Would not the administration of such a bank almost certainly 
result in sectional differences and dissensions? And would not the bank 
question almost certainly become an issue between contesting political 
parties and result in appeals to the prejudices and passions of those wholly 
unable to understand the difficult problems with which the managers of 
the banks would have to deal? 

A Central Bank is but a means to an end, and that end is to secure the 
safety anl stability of financial conditions. In the United States the de- 
sired end cannot be attained by means of a great Central Bank, because 
such a bank would not be in harmony with our institutions, our business 
conditions and our political methods. Though a Central Bank could be 
created by Act of Congress, no Act of Congress could create the condi- 
tions, the customs and the traditions which in foreign countries have 
made Central Banks safe and serviceable institutions. 


Would Incur Greater Responsibility 

















Those who recommend the creation of a Central Bank in the United 
States incur a great responsibility. If, after the creation of such a bank, 
it should become the cause of sectional differences and dissensions, and if 
its management, or perhaps its very existence, should become a political 
issue, the bank, instead of rendering financial conditions safer and more 
stable, would make them far more perilous than today. And if in the 
end the bank should fail to accomplish its purpose, and should be dissolved 
like the former banks of the United States, it might pull down with it the po- 
litical party that was responsible for its existence. No one can foresee what 
financial heresies then might prevail. But surely the cause of true re- 


form of our banking and currency system would be postponed for a gen- 
eration.”’ 
















Opinions of Bankers on the Pacific Coast on Central Bank Plan 


With the object of ascertaining the opinions of the officers of the 
financial institutions on the Pacific Coast, a circular letter was addressed 
by me to many of them, asking for their candid opinions and views upon 
the Central Bank plan. In the majority of cases where expressions of 
opinion were made, it appears that the writers are in favor of a Central 
Bank, but in nearly every instance that statement is accompanied with the 
remark that ‘‘We wish the control of the Central Bank to be in the hands 
of the Government, and to have it so constituted that it would be im- 
possible for its control to fall into the hands of the money powers of 
the East.’’ In this last sentence is expressed the sentiment of nearly 
every one who has given the question much serious thought. The problem 
to be solved is to make the currency of the country more elastic in times 
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of stress, and to allow banks in all sections of this country to advance 
large sums of money, when necessary, during crop moving periods. No 
one seems yet to have suggested the method as to how a Central Bank 
can assist other banks in different sections of the United States by ad- 
vancing money on the securities held by these banks, and upon which 
they have loaned their depositors money, without having a branch Central 
Bank in each section. While many are in favor of a Central Bank, they 
object to branch banks. 

Mr. Fowler, Chairman of the Committee on Banking and Currency in 
the House’ of Representatives, in his Bill before Congress, has suggested, 
I believe, the idea of having twenty clearing houses in different sections of 
the United States which will have supervision of the banks in their dis- 
trict, and over them all is the supervision of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency in Washington. His plan, however, does not seem to meet with the 
approval of the banks generally, but probably only for the reason that 
he does not extend it sufficiently. 


Plan for Government Assistance Without a Central Bank 


When the panic of 1907 took place, the banks in the leading cities of the 
United States awakened to the realization of the fact that they were 
unable to have returned to them the money which they had placed in the 
reserve centers. Being compelled to act quickly, the various Clearing 
House Associations met and each appointed a committee with the full 
power to decide on the market value of securities presented to it by the 
various banks belonging to each Association, and further instructed this 
committee to advance Clearing House Certificates to the extent of fifty or 
sixty per cent of the market value of these securities, requesting the banks 
and the public accept said certificates in lieu of lawful money of the 
United States. That this method adopted by the Clearing House Associa- 
tions was a great success, every one knows; that it permitted business to 
continue in its regular way, we fully remember. We all know that here 
in San Francisco at that time, in the midst of our endeavor to rebuild the 
city, and with conditions existing by which a financial panic would more 
effect us than any other city in the United States, these Clearing House 
Certificates: were accepted without a murmur, showing the absolute con- 
fidence the people had in their financial institutions as represented by 
the Clearing House Associations. 

Now, why not go one step further? Why not have a Bill introduced in 
Congress empowering the Secretary of the Treasury to advance lawful 
money through the sub-treasuries to the various Clearing House Asso- 
ciations to the extent of fifty or sixty per cent of the market value of 
any and all securities, by and with the endorsement of the Clearing House 
Association of their respective districts, when presented to the Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States in that district? The rate of interest to be 
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charged to be high enough in the event of panic to compel the banks 
through their Clearing Houses to redeem their securities at the earliest 
possible moment, and a lower rate of interest charged for a stated period 
when a Clearing House Association calls for money during the crop move- 
ments. That in this Bill it be made obligatory for the Secretary of the 
Treasury to furnish the desired relief when applied for by the Clearing 
House Association directly concerned. 


The People Demand Government Control of Their Money 


Does this not meet the situation? Is this suggestion not possible of 
being formulated into a law which will meet the requirements? Will this 
not give a feeling of security to the people of this country to such a degree 
that a money panic would be impossible? In other words, how can a 
money panic occur when the depositors know that the bank can, in an 
emergency, obtain the money requisite from the Government? The ques- 
tion might be asked, ‘‘How would the situation be met if several sections 
of this country were to, at the same time, call upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury for relief? There would not be money enough to go around.’’ 
The answer to that is, and the only true answer can be, that the business 
of the world is done upon confidence. The Bank of England has on sev- 
eral occasions found it necessary to issue its notes without receiving a cor- 
responding amount of gold in its issue department. This being the fact, 
why should we hesitate in adopting a similar method when the occasion 
demands it? Could any measure be passed by Congress which would 
inspire greater confidence than this? Would the depositor draw his money 
out of the bank and put it in a safe deposit box, or hide it away if he 
knew the Government was behind the bank? 

The time has not arrived yet in this country when the people will for 
one moment permit the handling of the Government’s finances by any 
Central Bank not wholly under the control of the Government. The peo- 
ple are jealous of the Government control of its Treasury and will insist 
upon its remaining there. When the bankers themselves are fearful that 
the control of a Central Bank might fall into the hands of a few men who 
would, through vast aggregation of wealth, or by political methods contro] 
it, how will the average individual feel, and what will he say when you 
explain the situation to him and ask his opinion? Some timorous individual 
might advance the idea that the Government should not take the risk of 
advancing money even to the extent of fifty per cent of the market value 
upon these securities. 


Confidence in Clearing House Associations 


What man is bold enough to say that the Clearing House Association 
of any city in the United States would recommend to the Secretary of the 
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Treasury securities that were not good? Furthermore, it must be re- 
membered that the Government will very soon have positive information 
under oath of the officers of the financial conditions of all corporations 
from the reports they are obliged to make under the provisions of the 
Corporation Tax Bill. It might be suggested that each Clearing Hose 
Association immediately on the passage of such a Bill, be requested by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to furnish him with a list of securities that 
they would under stress or crop moving periods recommend. This is 
no revolutionary measure, but it is one that has been used and proved 
successful. 

I only suggest carrying it one point further: In conjunction with the 
Treasurer of the United States at Washington, D. C., the Assistant Treas- 
urers are located in the following named cities: New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleans, Cincinnati and San 
Francisco. If the banks in these money centers can obtain money from 
the Government upon their securities, how can a money panic occur? The 
banks in the smaller cities all look to the reserve centers as a place to 
loan their money, and the cause of a money panic is the failure to return 
the money when called for. 


Clearing House Associations Should Broaden Out 


There is today upon the statute books of the United States, Section 3 
of Chapter 229, page 548, Vol. 35, U. 8. Statute at Large, Part 1, approved 
May 30, 1908, a Bill, which authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
advance money upon Municipal, County and State Bonds. This law, how- 
ever, expires in June, 1914, by limitation. During the panic of 1907, upon 
instructions of the Secretary of the Treasury, the Assistant Treasurer of 
the United States in New York, advanced money on both New York and 
Massachusetts State Bonds. 

As a proof that in the opinion of bankers, Clearing House Associa- 
tions should broaden out and meet the new conditions that are arising in 
the financial world, I herewith quote from a speech delivered by Mr. E. 
C. MeDougal, President of the Clearing House Section of the American 
Bankers’ Association, at its third annual meeting, held in Chicago on 
September 15, 1909. He states: ‘‘Whatever individual banks may do as 
represented, their combined action by Clearing House organizations must 
stand absolutely for what is sound. Profits must be a secondary considera- 
tion. When Clearing Houses were first organized, they were intended 
simply as convenient machinery for the interchange of checks and for 
the settlement of balances. The growth of the banking system in this 
country, with its consequent changed conditions, has from time to time 
forced upon them new responsibilities. These responsibilities cannot be 
avoided. The Clearing Houses should broaden out. They should cheer- 
fully accept their new responsibilities. While they should not inconsider- 
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ately make innovations, they should not be governed too much by prece- 
dent, when mature deliberation convinces them of the necessity of action. 

‘*The first and highest duty of a Clearing House Association is not to its 
constituent members, but to the entire community, a duty so sacred that 
no pressure of individual interests can be pleaded as sufficient excuse for 
its negligence. The Clearing Houses of the United States of America have 
it in their power to become the greatest force for good in our banking 
world.’’ 

The people recently gave evidence of their absolute faith in the in- 
tegrity, honor and high character of the Clearing House Associations in 
the United States by accepting from them their certificates in lieu of 
money. These certificates were used for several months in the general 
transaction of business throughout the country. That this confidence was 
not misplaced, the world knows. 

This confidence being already established with the public by the Clear- 
ing House Associations, who so ably met the situation precipitated by the 
money stringency, would it not be wise to provide for a repetition of 
this method, and as I herein before stated, go one step further, by having 
an Act of Congress passed instructing the Secretary of the Treasury in 
times of stress or crop moving periods to advance lawful money of the 
United States to the Clearing House Associations, upon the presentation 
to him (through any Assistant Treasurer of the United States) of such 
securities, when recommended and endorsed by the Clearing House Asso- 
ciations? 


TREND OF MARKET FOR HIGH GRADE BONDS

In reply to your inquiry regarding my views on the present market con- 
dition for high grade bonds, I have to state that the very large aggregate 
amount of bonds put on the New York market during the past year has 
practically absorbed the funds held for the purpose of purchasing bonds by 
the various institutions usually active in that direction, and to some extent 
has forced the bankers to seek foreign markets and to accept very low 
prices. At the same time, this action has aided this country in liquidating 
the amount owed to foreigners for funds borrowed of them during the panic 
of three years ago, and has also offset to some extent the expenditures for 
luxuries purchased abroad, as well as large sums spent by Americans 
annually in Europe. 
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You ask the cause of the present financial situation. It is very plain. 
It is because a large class of American people have run wild in useless 
extravagance. They are buying several hundred million dollars worth of 
automobiles annually, and these purchases bring with them other very large 
expenditures for maintenance, for outing parties, etc. Other extravagances 
are indulged in by all classes of our people. As a result of our indulgence 
in luxuries, we, as a people, have made the cost of the production of materials 
which enter into the necessities of life in many eases too high for export 
trade. The American farmer, who has usually been the economical, con- 
servative and saving portion of our population, has also become extravagant. 


Farmer Again Plasters Farm with Mortgages 


The farmer today is mortgaging land which he freed from mortgages 
only a few years ago and is putting the proceeds into new lands at apparently 
high prices or into extravagances of one kind or another. To illustrate: The 
vice president of one of our large life insurance companies, which makes a 
specialty of loaning upon farm property, recently made the following state- 
ment to me: ‘‘I am surprised at the general demand for money upon our 
company. Our loan agents throughout the west and northwest are pressing 
us with large demands. One agency in particular, to which we had assigned 
$1,000,000 for this year, has already exhausted its assignment and is asking 
for another $1,000,000. We are simply holding it off, and holding up our 
rates. In no place are we making a loan under 6 per cent. I quite agree 
with you in regard to the extravagance of our people, and am rather startled 
at what I have seen.’’ 

This great demand for the borrowing of funds is surely caused by reck- 
less extravagance, and it is time that a large class of our people should ‘‘ca‘il 
a halt’’ in their expenditures; otherwise, it seems to me they may soon be 
foreed to do so. 


Regards It a Public Duty to Warn 


With the great resources of our country, it is not popular to call attention 
to the other side of the picture, but it becomes a public duty to give warning, 
when extravagance is as manifest as at present. We pride ourselves on 
being the richest nation in the world, but even we can be too wasteful of our 
unrivaled resources. If we are only prudent and saving, we can become a 
great power commercially the world over; but a continuance of our present 
extravagant inclination is sure to bring about a forced reaction, and I see 
some indications of a tendency in that direction already. What we, as a 
people, now need is common-sense economy. 

During the last five years the farmer has been able to obtain exceptionally 
high prices for his products, and wages in general are higher than ever 
before, but instead of a surplus being saved for future contingencies, the 
wild extravagance of a large number of our people, and also of many of 
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our large cities, is resulting in the borrowing of unusual amounts of money 
by the individual, by the corporation and by the municipality. 

I find that municipal bonds are selling at about the low panic prices of 
three years ago. Many of the savings banks in New England are finding that 
their deposits are tending to decrease instead of increase. 

The more important cities have been issuing very large amounts of bonds, 
and of late, in many instances, have had difficulty in selling their securities. 
The present is certainly a favorable time for the party with money to buy 
bonds. It is not a question of confidence, but a question of money. The situ- 
ation reminds me of an old Quaker friend in Philadelphia, who accumu- 
lated a very large fortune by investments made at the right time. In answer 
to the question as to what his business was, he replied: ‘‘My business is to 
accommodate people. When people have anything they wish to sell very 
badly, I accommodate them, and buy; and when I have any property which 
people wish to buy very badly, I accommodate them, and sell to them. And 
that is all I do.’’ So now is a good time for my Quaker friend to do business 
by accommodating the sellers. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE OF A NAME

In the vast variety of our commercial life there is eminent need for faith 
in the honor and honesty of man. Business confidence is a term the full im- 
port of which is seldom measured by the active man of affairs. He does not 
stop to think that from the time the article is manufactured or grown to the 
time when at some far distant point it is used or consumed, every step along 
the way has implied belief that the man employed with it will do his full 
duty according to the common customs concerning such trade. Credit, we 
say, is based on confidence; a confidence or belief in the continued momentum 
and volume of trade. But in the production and transportation of the goods 
and grains of the world from producer to consumer there is a faith in the 
individual man that he will perform, according to the laws and usages of 
his time and place, that which is expected of him. In a word, at every step 
of our voluminous trade there is written the truth that every man is ex- 
pected to do his duty! 


Significance of a Trust 


It would be strange then if, in the complexity of our modern business 
life, there did not spring up a line of service which embraces as its most 
significant feature the performing of a duty, or, in short, the keeping of a 
trust, for another. The first agency ever established in the world as far back 
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as man is able to go implied this. It was something committed to another 
to be performed for which an accounting was to be expected and exacted; 
it was, as the dictionary definition declares, ‘‘a duty committed to one to be 
faithfully performed.”’ 


Origin of the Trust Company. 


And not only was the first agency indicative of this investiture of a duty 
but in these latter days, when trade is worldwide and interdependent at 
every turn, it would be strange if there were not a corporation which had 
for its essential work the performing for the individual man of a distinctive 
duty. And hence we find that, in the midst of modern corporations, the 
trust company is not only a necessity of the time, but it is one which reaches 
the higher planes of service because of the significant work performed and 
implied by its name. We have but to note that this agency-trust soon be- 
comes that greater and more solemn trust which is imposed by the courts, 
and gives to the company its duty as a trustee under the various orders of 
the court in the performance of those obligations which are in behalf of the 
incompetent and which extend beyond death, to see that the modern trust 
company is one of the highest form of corporation known to the law. 

It is at once apparent that all the work performed by this corporation or 
company is one of the highest forms of corporation known to the law. 
proceed to consider the actual service it performs in the world of affairs 
we find that the name is the keynote to its character and significant of every 
one of its functions. For when it comes to the banking operations of the 
company we find that here is the differentiating feature to the commercial 
bank, and serves forever to make the two allied and friendly corporations, 
working in harmony but with a clear cut distinction in operation. For the 
leaving of money in the hands of an officer of a trust company is primarily 
for the purpose of accumulation, to remain that it may earn something which 
is to be rendered again to the owner; while in the bank the primary relation 
created by the leaving of money is that of debtor and creditor, it is left for 
the specific purpose of safekeeping against the time of its withdrawal, and 
when the money is paid on demand the business relation is terminated. 

If we take another function of the trust company, that of becoming surety 
either on bonds or for the safekeeping of articles, money or valuable papers, 
the function of trusteeship is still maintained, since there is a duty to be 
performed, since there is a charge committed to another, since there is a 
service to be performed. 



































An Imperative Need of the Time 


In a day when there is this need for trust at every step of the complex 
business transaction ; an age in which men are striving under the lash of com- 1) 
petition to get rich quick; an age in which, despite the universal trust in 
human nature, there are many who are not faithful to the trust imposed and 
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there are pitfalls for the unwary; when the corporate form is universally 
used, it is but a natural evolution that a company should arise to do just the 
work performed by the modern trust company. We need not enumerate here 
the various reasons why a company can the better perform these acts of 
agency, surety, and trusteeship, it is enough to herald the company as a 
necessity of the time and a blessing to the business world. For the combi- 
nation of the many functions of the trust company work, into one organiza- 
tion, merely keeps pace with the evolution of trade and the needs of the 
time when all the world is commercially engaged and allied in trade. 

We recall at this point in our consideration that this socalled monster 
of our time the ‘‘Trust’’ was born to serve even as the trust company of 
today serves. It was a company in which the stocks of various corporations, 
independent of action and segregated, were merged for the purpose of 
lessening competition and fixing prices. But the courts declaring this form 
of corporation in violation of the law of the land and in restriction of trade 
these companies or ‘“Trusts’’ socalled were abandoned; and there is now, 
in the merging of the great consolidated corporations, none of the elements 
of this fixing of price by agreement with or through the holding company, 
the original subsidiary or independent companies being bought out and ab- 
sorbed in one giant corporation, a consolidated corporation, which is freely 
chartered under the state law. It matters not that this is accused of being 
against the best interests of trade, we are concerned here simply with the 
idea of its inception in the performance of a trust. The reason for its down- 


fall was deeper than its unconstitutionality, it was in the fact that it under- 
took without heed to the natural laws of supply and demand to engage in a 
commercial business. In this it must of course exceed its benefits to the 
people by its duties to its masters, and in doing so became in some instances 
and for a time at least, opposed to the best interests of itself and of the 
people as well. 


Is Close to the People 


The modern trust company is all that its name applies, the servant and 
friend of every man. It is so because it stops short of trying to do the com- 
mercial business of the country. It owns no goods and chattels. It has no 
manufactured or soil-grown article to sell. It serves, and serves alone; in 
any financial capacity in which it can benefit the man or the corporation. 
And for its service in the midst of unparalleled activity and volume of trade 
it exacts only that pay which is gladly accorded for a financial service that 
ends when the specific duty committed to it is performed. Here, in a direct 
contrast to the socalled ‘‘Trust,’’ lies its peculiar significance. It is true to 
its name. 

Just as the corporation with its limited liability and perpetual life is a 
necessity of the present advanced stage of business progress, making the 
services which commerce performs for man independent of the accidents and 
interferences of death, so the trust company comes to the relief of all finance 
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and all business men, both active and retired, and performs for them those 
functions which they have been entrusting to the individual, and without 
the fear of absconding or of financial failure or of the intervention of death, 
or of the lack of ability which may inhere in the one chosen to serve. For in 
the modern trust company not only is found service in perpetuity, but also is 
found, in the doing of that service, fidelity, ability, experience, safety, system, 
privacy, security, and responsibility. We have not the space in this article 
to enumerate the many ways in which the individual and also the corporation 
may be served by the trust company but in each of them there is the neces- 
sity for existence and life on the part of the company. It is, in its last 
analysis, the highest form of corporation known to the business world, so 
regarded by the courts since it is by them invested with some of its most 
important functions. It is the necessity of a highly organized people who, 
while preserving the initiative on the part of the individual, are still engaged 
jointly in an unremitting struggle with the elements to make them do the 
bidding of man to the comfort and happiness of all men everywhere. 













Fiduciary Character of Trust Companies 





The fiduciary character of the trust company, then, establishes its work 
for the public. Agent, Trustee, Surety and Banker it is. And in each of 
these departments it holds itself in readiness, as does its ally the Commercial 
Bank, in its field, to serve all men according to their needs, and to the full 
capacity of its powers. 

It is because of the variety and extent of the business operations of the 
present time that there is need for the many functions and operations in and 
of this one company. The individual in active business, or in retirement, 
meets these complex commercial operations at every hand. He is in the 
midst of a tossing sea of business. If he be in business he is borne along by 
the currents which he may not stay. If he is a professional man and out 
of the thick of affairs he is still in the midst of the storm tossed sea, and 
must have guide and helper. For this reason he comes naturally to the trust 
company. 


















Variety of Service; Unity of Purpose 





And no matter how complex and diverse may be the operations of this 
form of service-corporation it is a unit in that it furnishes, for a reasonable 
compensation, the ability and responsibility which is necessary to the mat- 
ter undertaken. Is it legal advice in the matter of a business transaction ? 
Then the patron of the trust company makes no mistake in employing it 
for here the best legal ability in the land is naturally to be found. Is it that 
an agent or trustee in his own person may have the weaknesses which are 
inherent in the judgment of the individual? Then here, in this organism, the 
trust company, there is the best financial ability that may be aggregated 
together. Is it that there may be dishonesty and lack of personal respon- 
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sibility in the man engaged for the performance of a trust? Then here is 
to be found a capital that is ample security, and an open conduct of business, 
under a state charter, and with state inspection, which provides that there 
ean be neither dishonesty nor loss save in some overwhelming catastrophy 
in which all the foundations of service and surety are swept away. Is it a 
peculiar work that must have a financial knowledge and power not to be 
found in one individual, but in many? Then in the trust company, by the 
very exigencies of the occasion, all are combined. 


A Modern Evolution 


The growth of trust companies in the United States in the last twenty 
years, even in the last decade, bears testimony to the worth and need of 
such a constituted corporation. It has and should have that standing at 
law which is commensurate with its worth and service. For, as we have 
said, the individual, even the corporation itself, is on a storm tossed sea of 
business. 

There is never any rest. Always the forces of nature are producing under 
the hand of the husbandman. Ever the genius of man is harnessing some 
hidden power and making it the servant of man. Day and night the 
unwearied search of the intellect goes on. Ever and always progress is the 
star that lights the way of endeavor. And throughout the earth there is 
interchange of things and thoughts. Men are helping each other whether 
they will or not. Commerce is ecivilizer. And at the summit of the toil 
and trade there is need for a single corporation in which all men and all 
corporations may place their trust, may engage in their own private ser- 
vice, may employ to do that which cannot so well be done by the individual. 
The trust company is a modern need as well as a modern evolution. It is, 
in its relation to the general public, worthy the regard and good will of 
all men, for it serves the individual while he lives and it executes his com- 
mands after he dies. It enables capital to do its utmost for the welfare 
of man, and in all that it does it adds to the sum of human happiness since 
only by service has man or corporation the right to live in the midst of a 
working world. 


SITUATION IN WESTERN LANDS 
By RALPH VAN VECHTEN 


Vice-President of the Commercial National Bank of Chicago 


Recent pressure in the money market, together with the heavy drain on 
the central reserve cities by the interior banks, has attracted attention to 
the developments of the last few years in the land situation, and more espe- 
cially the West, as this is the section with which our relationship is the 
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closest. In order to dispel any misapprehension as to the true conditions, I 
am pleased to give my version of the situation regarding western lands. 

You are probably familiar with the history of land booms in the past and 
will recall that prior to the panic of 1893 there was a very general specula- 
tion in real estate of all kinds, including town lots as well as farming lands. 
There was a tremendous movement into the newer sections of the country, 
and this was encouraged by mortgage companies in Sioux City, Minneapolis, 
Kansas City and other money centers of the West. 


Business of These Mortgage Companies 


These corporations made a business of making liberal advances on farm- 
ing lands and in some cases on town lots, accepting mortgages which were 
either sold outright or were used as a basis for issuing debentures. There 
were widespread crop failures in 1893 and the years immediately following, 
resulting in a wholesale foreclosure of mortgages and the wrecking of a 
number of these companies. Investors lost heavily and unimproved farm- 
ing lands fell from the high point of 1890, 1891 and 1892 to ridiculously 
low figures. 


Utters a Note of Warning 


I have called your attention to these facts as a warning, but not with a 
view of drawing a deadly parallel, as really the situation is very different. 
In the first place, there has been no activity in town lots, and no booms in 
any of our western cities. Such speculation as: we have had seems to have 
been confined to broad acres. The advance in lands has been gradual 
throughout the West, and has not been out of proportion to the increased 
price of the products of the soil during the last two or three years. It is 
true that the land speculator has been very active during this period. 

Land companies have been organized without restraint in all of the larger 
cities and in many of the smaller cities and towns of the middle West. 
These concerns have bought land in large tracts in the undeveloped country 
of the Northwest and Southwest, including the Northwest British posses- 
sions, and in turn have been selling to smaller dealers, farmers and specu- 
lators. These companies have been very aggressive, having in many cases 
large selling organizations in the field, and as a result their holdings have 
been more or less liquidated. 


Part Played by the Farmer 


However, the ultimate user of the soil, the farmer, did not come into 
the market heavily until this year. Last season’s bountiful crops and the 
high price obtained therefor, as well as for live stock, dairy products, poul- 
try and eggs, have combined to stimulate an active boom in land. Farm- 
ers generally have been increasing their holdings and townspeople have come 
into the market more or less in a speculative way. Many farmers in the 
older settled states have bought from their neighbors at advanced prices, 
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and the sellers have purchased a larger acreage in the undeveloped country 
of North and South Dakota, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Texas, Montana, Wyom- 
ing, Idaho, Washington, Oregon and the Northwest British possessions. 

The bulk of these transactions came to a head on the 1st of March, the 
great land settlement day, and about this time there was an enormous in- 
flation in bank credits in the western states as the result of the large volume 
of these trades. 

The figures in national banks alone between the comptroller’s calls of 
Jan. 31 and March 29, 1910, showed an increase in loans and discounts of 
$40,648,000, not including reserve cities, in the western, northwestern, south- 
western and Pacific states. At the same time there was an increase in de- 
posits of only $24,320,000. Compare this with the loan expansion between 
the corresponding calls of the comptroller in 1909 of $29,807,000 and the 
increase in deposits of $55,522,000. 


Reversal in Condition of the Country 


This reversal in the condition of country banks was followed by a de- 
cline in reserves which was reflected by a large decrease in country bank 
balances in western reserve cities, making the comparison all the more sig- 
nificant. However, it would be difficult to analyze the figures closely with- 
out an accurate knowledge of all the important elements entering into the 
flow of banking capital during this period, but we know that the season re- 
ferred to was not one of the greatest business activity either in necessities or 
luxuries. The movement of grain and stock from the country was not abnor- 
mal and the movement of manufactured products to the country was not 
unusual. It was too early in the year for the inroads of the automobile and 
its accompanying extravagances. This unusual demand upon banking credit 
must therefore be attributed to the activity of our people in buying land, 
both for use and speculation, at home and in the Northwest British pos- 
sessions. This is the explanation which was freely offered by every western 
banker with whom the writer has recently come in contact. 

It must be remembered that the above figures do not include the returns 
of state banks, savings banks, private banks and trust companies, which 
are probably doing a business fully equal to the national banks in many 


of the Western states, and if their returns were included the inflation would 
be more marked. 


Big Life Insurance Corporations Were Busy 


During the same period the big life insurance companies were working 
overtime in the absorption of an unprecedented volume of farm mortgages. 
Unquestionably some of these institutions sold a large amount of high-grade 
railroad bonds to assist them in taking care of this demand. At the same 
time a number of large bond houses were strenuously pushing the sale of 
irrigation bonds. It is safe to assume that the actual volume of transactions 
in the purchase of land and of securities representing land around the Ist 
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of March would reach a figure of many times the amount of the increase in 
country bank loans. 

We know that a vast sum went into Canada during the early spring 
months, and I do not think, in view of the figures previously quoted regard- 
ing bank eredits, that $25,000,000 is overstating the investment of our peo- 
ple in that country in March. 


What the Immigration Statistics Show 


The emigration statistics show that in that month alone 17,210 Ameri- 
can farmers settled in the Northwest British possessions. As this is about 
$1,500 per person, I believe I am safe in this estimate. It is probable that 
the actual investment there would represent several times this amount. 
The difference can be accounted for by the amount that has been returned 
to our own people, who, as speculators, bought heavily of land in the Cana- 
dian Northwest a few years ago when it was selling at lower figures. The 
withdrawal of capital from one section of the United States for transfer 
to another section of the same, while burdensome to the locality from which 
it is taken, is not burdensome to the country as a whole unless an undue pro- 
portion of liquid capital is diverted into real estate or other avenues of 
fixed investment, but such a heavy withdrawal of capital as we have just 
witnessed for investment in another country is a very serious matter 
indeed, as the burden falls more or less upon all of our people who are pro- 
ducers of wealth. 

I do not see how anything can stop this continued flow so long as the 
price of farm products, particularly wheat, remains so high, and so long 
as Canadian lands remain cheaper than our own lands of the same quality. 
The movement, however, is being held in check by country bankers all over 
the West, who have been thoroughly aroused by the demands that have 
been made upon them. They are refusing loans where the funds are wanted 
for the purpose of buying land, but it is a difficult matter to restrain a man 
who has the money in bank to his credit from making an investment of 
this kind. 

Thinks Land Movement Will Be Benefit 


Barring the exodus to Canada and the speculation, I look upon this 
activity as healthful. It is safe to say that many thousands of acres of 
virgin soil will be placed under the plow in the newer sections and in the 
older sections a great deal of land which has been for years in grass will 
be put into crops, and thus the production of the entire country will be 
largely increased. Farmers’ sons will no longer gravitate to the cities in 
such large numbers, but most of them will remain on the farms where they 
ean find more profitable employment than anywhere else. Scientific farm- 
ing, as the result of the work of the Agricultural Department at Washington 
and the various agricultural colleges of the West, has made crops more 
certain. 
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It must be remembered, too, that the farmer to-day who moves into a 
new country is more forehanded than his predecessor. He is either paying 
all cash for his land, or a sufficient amount so that the margin of security 
on the mortgage is ample. As a rule he has the funds to make the necessary 
improvements and to provide himself reasonably with implements and stock. 
Thus, he is in a better position to tide over one or two crop failures if need be. 
Taking these facts into consideration, there is less danger in this movement 
than would appear on the surface, so far as it pertains to our own country, 
but the danger resulting from a continued drain of capital to a territory 
outside of our borders cannot be ignored. 


Crop Failure Might Bring Hardship 


Of course, a general failure of crops would bring great hardship upon the 
people who have burdened themselves with debt in order to acquire larger 
holdings of land, but it must be remembered that no such disaster could 
ensue as befell us in 1893, ’94, ’95 and ’96, for the reason that mortgages are 
now handled on a more conservative basis, and the investors in this class of 
securities are properly safeguarded. There is no harum-scarum scramble by 
competing companies to see which can be the most liberal in making advances; 
but, on the contrary, it is a well-established rule on the part of savings banks, 
insurance companies and other investors in mortgages to require a margin on 
the security of at least 50 per cent, taking a fair, not an inflated, valuation 
as the basis. Foreclosures in recent years have been few and far between, 
and it is rarely ever that an investor loses any of his principal or interest. 

A heavy fall in the price of farm products would result temporarily in 
lower prices for lands in the newer and less developed sections, but with our 
rapidly increasing population the price would soon advance beyond the 
present value. Furthermore, intensive farming, the selection of seed and 
other improved methods will increase the productivity of land, and this 
increased production would operate to sustain fair and proper values and 
would probably overcome any reasonable decline in the price of farm prod- 
ucts. A general crop failure would bring great hardship in many individual 
cases, but would not prove wholly disastrous either to the owner of the land 
or to the investing public, unless the speculative fever which has seized our 
people should outrun their reason and force values beyond a point at which 
production would be profitable. 


Movement May Turn Trend of Population to Country 


To my mind, this movement indicates that a condition which we have 
been praying for has come about, viz., a stopping of the flow of population 
from the country to the cities. It will take a long time to fully restore the 
equilibrium and relieve the cities from the pressure of overpopulation, but 
the tendency is now in the right direction. 

If the present era of high cost of living has resulted in increasing the 
percentage of those who till the soil, it will have proven a blessing in disguise. 

It is unfortunate that a movement which has so much good in it should 
be accompanied by a speculation which will force prices of land abnormally 
high and will result disastrously if carried too far. 
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THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Developments during the last month have 
been exceedingly satisfactory. A month 
ago we were confronted with a situation 
which was threatening to say the least. 
The unprecedented loan expansion in the 
West growing out of the land movement 
together with the heavy and unexpected 
withdrawals of deposits in April and early 
in May had made the situation in the 
country banks such as to give the reserve 
cities no little concern. 








Since then the situation has cleared 
somewhat but the relief has not come 
from a liquidation of these loans but be- 
cause of the relaxation in general business 
which has released a considerable volume 
of meney and thus furnished the funds to 
pull down the loans to bankers at the re- 
serve centers. 

The financial world is in a condition not 
unlike the person who has had an attack 
of acute indigestion and is convalescing— 
the greatest care must be taken lest over- 
indulgence bring on a relapse and a more 
severe attack than the first. 





BANKERS’ MONTHLY 


Few people realize through what a strain 
this country has just passed; that the de- 
mand on the reserve centers for money in 
April and a part of May was equal to that 
which is felt in the autumn of years with 
abundant crops; that this demand asserted 
itself when the banks were in a large 
measure unprepared for it and that it came 
not in the shape of loans, although loans 
formed a part of the demand, but through 
the heavy withdrawal of deposits. 

Banks in the agricultural districts and 
at the reserve centers were taken unawares 
by the farmer, who without indicating his 
plans in advance suddenly checked out his 
balance on deposit for the purpose of mak- 
ing payments on lands he had purchased, 
maybe of his neighbor and perhaps in the 
newer sections of the Northwest. The 
banker in the interior had prepared for a 
heavy demand, measured by the requests 
for loans, but he was totally unprepared 
for a withdrawal of so large a volume ot 
deposits. He naturally drew on the re- 
serve city banks, and then borrowed heavily 
to meet the checks that poured in on him. 
All this has been told in these columns be- 
fore, but is repeated to make clear the 
position of the reserve city banks in Chicago 
and in the East at this time. 

These banks are being criticised in some 
quarters for being overcautious by those who 
little realize the strain which these banks 
have endured. It has naturally made them 
cautious, but to be forewarned is to be fore- 
armed, and these financiers who dominate 
the reserve city banks realize that with a 
big crop growing and maturing the demand 
upon them this fall will be very heavy, and 
at a time when the country banks, with 
loans far in excess of normal as a result 
of the depletion of their deposit through the 
withdrawals and investment in lands, will 
require more than the usual amount of help 
from the reserve banks. 

Our chief trouble of course has been our 
extravagance and the tying up of entirely 
too much money in investments that are 
not liquid, and this lack of convertibility 
is what has brought the strain, and not any 
desire to retard business, as some have 
seemed to think. The political situation 
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is a factor, and the spirit of unrest among 
the great class of citizens who are dependent 
upon fixed salaries forebodes perhaps some 
political upheavals on election day in 
November, and naturally business men, more 
especially those who are affected directly or 
indirectly by the tariff, are cautious about 
overstocking. But that operates to impress 
upon the mind of the business man the need 
for caution, and is in itself one of the 
saving features of the situation just now, 
for it is releasing a large volume of capital 
which will go to build up and strengthen 
the reserves of the banks and put them 
in shape to meet the demand in marketing 
a new crop. 


* * * 


Trading among ourselves is not what 
makes us strong, but it is the sale of our 
surplus production that brings wealth to 
this country from abroad. For two years 
and longer we have been gazing at a trade 
balance on the wrong side of our treasury 
ledger, largely because through manipula- 
tion prices for our commodities and bread- 
stuffs have been too high for export. It is 
only a question of time when the laws of 
economics assert themselves and the liqui- 
dation in the markets for our breadstuffs 
and cotton is already perceptible in our 
foreign trade exhibits. 

Some of our farmers have been holding 
back their crops and they were in a strong 
position to do this but the approach of 
the harvest of a new crop and the need 
for bin room is forcing the liquidation of 
loans and the marketing of crops. As a 
result our exports are growing. This is 
clearly indicated by the government state- 
ment of our foreign trade for May which 
shows smaller imports than in any month 
since August of last year and larger ex- 
ports than in May of any year with the 
single exception of 1907. The total imports 
for the month, as shown by the bureau of 
statistics of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, were $119,929,608, against $133,- 
923,369 in April and $162,999,435 in March 
of the present year. The exports of the 
month were $131,145,428, against $123,- 
322,778 in May, 1909; $113,610,378 in May, 
108, and $134,759,568 in May, 1907, the

single year which shows a higher record of 
May exports than the one just announced. 
The excess of exports over imports for the 
month of May, 1910, is $11,215,820, against 
$7,262,243 in May of last year. The total 
imports for the eleven months ending with 
May, 1910, were $1,438,169,502, and the 
total exports $1,617,159,178, making the ex- 
cess of exports over imports for the eleven 
months’ period $178,989,676. The exports 
for the eleven months ending with May, 
1910, exceed those of the corresponding 
months of last year by $71,567,663. 
* 7 * 

Those farmers who have been holding back 
their last year crops are beginning to sell 
and our exports are growing. A new crop 
will have to be marketed before the country 
banks will have their deposits back to nor- 
mal, but meantime such assets as are liquid 
are being urged forward and everyone is 
being warned and discouraged for the pres- 
ent against tying up any more capital in 
investments that are not convertible. 
Whether they will heed the warning or not 
time only can tell. 

But the western farmer is not the only 
one who is withholding his crop. In the 
South, and more especially in Kentucky, we 
find some 120,000,000 Ibs. of tobacco, with a 
nominal market value of 16¢ a lb. stored 
in warehouses on which banks have loaned 
approximately $10,000,000. These loans 
have been rediscounted at the reserve cen- 
ters. There seems to be a deadlock be- 
tween the American Tobacco interest and 
the owners of that commodity, who are 
dominated by the Society of Equity. How 
long will the banks continue to carry those 
loans? Will the tension on the money 
market and the maturity of a new crop 
In itself this is a comparatively small item, 
force the liquidation of that commodity? 
but it is only an instance of what is to be 
found elsewhere in the South if reports that 
reach us are to be relied upon. It is only 
an instance of what has been taking place 
all over the West—corn is being held, wheat 
is still in the bin and so on. One banker 
in this state said this week that a large 
percentage of the last year crop is still 
being held by farmers in his vicinity. And 
those farmers are in a strong position, for 
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they have not tied up their surplus in land 
investments. A good crop outlook, the 
movement of grain abroad and the declin- 
ing market will bring this stuff to market 
in the course of time. 

* * * 

Developments with reference to the pro- 
posed increase in freight rates and the con- 
test between shipper and railroad manage- 
ment has been a disturbing factor but it 
will be conceded at all sides that the in- 
fluence of recent developments have been 
highly exaggerated both as a market in- 
fluence and as it relates to the ultimate 
position of the roads. The new railroad 
law providing a way for a fair increase of 
rates if justified is now on the statute 
books and has just become effective. But 
it will require several months to make the 
necessary investigation for the interstate 
commission to act. The net result of the 
rate controversy to date is that the trans- 
portation. lines have been entirely unsuc- 
cessful in their attempts to advance their 
charges for moving freight before the Rail- 
road Bill was to become operative; all their 
predictions of disaster have now been aban- 
doned, but it is safe to say they have 
already done almost irreparable harm. At 
any rate it will require a considerable period 
to efface the effects of such shallow and 
loose statements that, born of disappoint- 
ment, the executives of some of the largest 
railway systems of the country permitted 
themselves to make for publication. 

It appears fair to assume, until the rate 
situation has worked itself out in a prac- 
tical way, that investors at home and 
abroad will maintain their present attitude 
of extreme caution. Everybody knows that 
the railroads of this country are not going 
into bankruptcy; they are not in any gen- 
eral sense going to reduce their dividends 
even if, as it now appears entirely im- 
probable, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion should refuse to permit a considerable 
advance in the freight charges over those 
that are now being collected. Our standard 
roads were considered excellent investments 
when they were actually receiving (though 
not scheduling) much lower transportation 
rates than are being uniformly and _ in- 


variably obtained today. It is highly im- 
portant to bear in mind that the future 
expansion of our railroads deals primarily 
with local trame so far as the freight 
business is concerned. This traffic is not 
concerned with interstate rates and is a 
traffic that must, as a result of the de- 
velopment of the country, increase by leaps 
and bounds from year to year. 


* * * 


All this has affected business and has 
caused retrenchment. The danger now lies 
in the tendency of banks to encourage a 
sharp expansion of credit through the let- 
ting down of rates rather than the build- 
ing up of reserves above the normal dur- 
ing the summer months in preparation for 
a heavy fall demand for money. They be- 
lieve. and their reasoning seems sound, that 
it would be far better in the long run 
if business continued quiet and cautious, 
especially in view of the approaching cam- 
paign, until fall. The present business sit- 
uation is not stagnant, and, in fact, in 
many lines it is regarded as satisfactory, 
but it has relaxed some and is falling far 
short of the expectations at the beginning 
of the present year, and that is the stand- 
ard of measure of the average man. 

The banking situation is improving day 
by day. Loans are being repaid by in- 
terior bankers to some extent. Loans based 
upon commodities are being liquidated. 
During the last fortnight this has been es- 
pecially true. This is having and will con- 
tinue to have a tendency to put money in 
the banks, to build up the reserves, and 
should the reserves increase above the nor- 
mal percentage it would insure the absence 
of a money stringency next fall when the 
crop demand asserts itself. But if the 
banks encourage the expansion of commer- 
cial credits to an unreasonable extent 
through the lowering of rates the more 
cautious bankers foresee a stringency in 
the fall which will give business a setback 
that will more than offset any benefit aris- 
ing from the revival during the summer 


months. 


* * *

There are a number of weak spots. The 


irrigation bond movement has tied up a lot 
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of money in indigestible securities; our 
railroads are in a position where they are 
unable to estimate their net earnings or 
to get the money needed for improvements 
on a basis that seems equitable to them, 
thus curtailing their expenditures for the 
present and until the rate increases can be 
put into effect; and last but not least by 
any means is the present unsatisfactory 
situation in the copper metal market. 

This metal situation is a menace that 
should not be overlooked, for the reason 
that a tremendous amount of money is in- 
volved and because in face of the heavy 
production, in excess of consumption, there 
seems little hope with the present trade 
outlook of any marked reduction in the 
visible copper. Few realize that the visible 
today in the world is approximately 
399,698,000 pounds, 102,500,000 pounds more 
than a year ago, and nearly as much in 
excess of the accumulation in the Secretan 
corner of 1887 and fully 200,000,000 pounds 
greater than the accumulation by the 
Amalgamated-United Metals Selling com- 
panies, in the disastrous corner of 1899- 
1901. 


* * * 


What will happen no one can foretell. 
It is not the province of a financial writer 
to prophesy but to point out underlying 
influences at work, fundamental conditions 
and the trend of events. The present situa- 
tion appears to be much more satisfactory 
than a few weeks ago. Europe is showing 
a much stronger financial and banking posi- 
tion. With the improvement at all the 
banking centers of the world, there is 
justification for the belief that the turn 
has come but indulgence in luxuries and 
extravagances, the investments in fixed as- 
sets, such as lands and automobiles, of 
further liquid capital may bring on another 
severe attack of indigestion.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANK 

Bankers generally are not inclined to talk 
much of the Postal] Savings Bank bill as 
passed by the House and concurred in by 
the Senate. The House action was over- 
whelming, the vote being 195 to 101. Not 
a single Republican voted against the 
measure. The Senate passed the bill June 


22, and the President signed it the following 
day. 
Under the terms of the Postal Savings 
Bank bill passed by the House as a sub- 
stitute for the Senate bill a board of trus- 
tees is created, consisting of the Postmaster 
General, the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Attorney General, who shall declare 
what postoffices shall become postal savings 
banks. Deposits in these banks made by any 
one person shall not be more than $100 
a month or exceed a total of $500. An ac- 
count may be opened with $1, but stamps 
of 10 cents each will be issued for those 
desiring to accumulate money to be de- 
posited. On deposits 2 per cent interest 
per annum is to be paid. 

Any depositor so desiring can exchange 
his deposits for Government bonds to be 
issued in denominations of $20, $40, $60, 
$80, $100 or $500, to bear interest at 2% 
per cent per annum. 

The money accumulated in the postal 
savings banks is to be deposited in both 
national and State banks in the vicinity 
of the postoffices in which the money is 
deposited by the people, such banks to pay 
24% per cent interest. 

Five per cent of the total deposits is to 
be retained by the Secretary of the Treasury 
as a cash reserve. Not more than 30 
per cent of these deposits may be with- 
drawn by the Government at any one time 
for investment in bonds of the United 
States, the remaining 65 per cent to remain 
on deposit in the banks. 

The banks are required to give as security 
for the deposits they receive “public bonds 
or other securities supported by the taxing 
power,” which restricts such securities to 
some form of national, State, municipal or 
other such bonds approved by the board 
of trustees in charge of the postal savings 
banks, 


VICTOR MORAWETZ’S GLOOMY VIEW 

In an interview cabled from Paris, Vic- 
tor Morawetz, general consul and director 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, ex- 
presses the belief that America has not 
reached the worst phase of its economic 
situation. This, coming at this time, when 
foreign investors have become somewhat 
timid again as a result of the railroad

rate agitdtion and just when the bill pro- 
viding a way for raising freight rates 
equitably, is bound to be a big factor for 
Victor Morawetz is well thought of abroad 
as a financial critic. He expresses the 
thought that the government is not as well 
prepared to meet a financial crisis as in 
1907. This part of his interview is cer- 
tainly borne out by the treasury statements 
from day to day, and from month to month. 
Unfortunately also, we have not reached a 
solution of the problem of amending our 
banking and currency systems so as to 
provide a more elastic currency. 

The primary question is, has Mr. Mora- 
wetz had his vision clouded by the recent 
developments regarding rate advance? and, 
if not, are we likely to reach a crisis in 
a few months or two or three years? Mr. 
Morawetz’s rather gloomy view is as follows: 


“Since the liabilities of bank and trust 
companies have expanded at the rate of 
about $5,000,000 a year, while we have 
shipped abroad more gold than we have im- 
ported, our reserve available for currency 
and bank credits is very small and we will 
soon have to draw heavily on Europe in 
order to meet our financial requirements. 


“The government has not a large sum of 
money locked up which it can deposit with 
banks in an emergency, as in 1907. Since 
then we have inflated the currency by the 
issue of more than $100,000,000 in bank 
notes. The international trade balance has 
become far less favorable to us, and we can 
obtain money only by selling securities 
abroad at ever-increasing rates of interest. 

“To ease the financial situation when the 
pinch comes by issuing more bank notes, as 
proposed under the Aldrich-Vreeland act, 
would be a perilous expedient, because the 
inflation must always be paid for in the 
end. For these reasons I think that con- 
servation and caution should be the rule 
of the day. 

“Above all, patriotic men should make 
every endeavor at the earliest practical mo- 
ment to settle the economic problems which 
are at the root of our periodic financial and 
commercial disturbances. I don’t believe we 
can have stable business conditions until 
these factors have been removed. 

“The future prosperity of the country de- 


mands that hundreds of millions of addi- 
tional capital be annually attracted to rail- 


way investments in order that the companies 
may build new lines and enlarge the facili- 
ties of existing lines. 





HALT BILLS OF LADING SWINDLES 

An important conference of banking and 
commercial interests was held in New York 
City to take action looking toward the 
safeguarding of bills of lading and to urge 
the passage of the Stevens bill, now before 
the Senate, which makes the railroads re- 
sponsible for the validity of bills of lading 
issued by their agents. 

The conference was brought about by the 
recent failure of three cotton and grain 
houses: Knight, Yancey & Co., of Decatur, 
Ala.; Steele, Miller & Co., of Corinth, Miss.; 
and Durant, Elore & Co. of Albany, N. Y. 
It is the contention of the bankers that 
the losses sustained as a result of these 
failures, aggregating nearly $10,000,000, 
were due to frauds perpetrated by bills of 
lading issued for shipments the railroads 
never received. 

The conference was attended by Lewis 
E. Pierson, president of the American 
Bankers’ Association, T. B. Paton, general 
counsel of the association, officials of five 
large New York banks, representatives of 
the Chamber of Commerce, the New York 
Cotton Exchange, and foreign and interior 
bankers. At its conclusion Mr. 
gave out the following statement: 

“The three latest bill of lading swindles 
have so shaken the confidence of credit in- 
stitutions here and abroad in the validity 
of these instruments as to endanger the 
free movement of the crops next fall. 
Bankers everywhere have determined to cur- 
tail their loans on bills of lading until the 
carriers that issue them are made responsible 
for their validity. 


“Tt is believed that in the Albany failure, 
as elsewhere, the local railroad agent signed 
bills of lading in blank before the receipt 
of the goods. In shipments to this same 
firm the agent surrendered the grain with- 
out taking up the bills of lading, the dates 
of which were then altered and the instru- 
ments used as collateral for loans. 

“In the case of the two Southern failures 
it is claimed that the bilis of lading in-

volved were forgeries, but the evidence 
shows that it was the custom of the rail- 
roads at the points where those firms were 
located to permit several different employes 
to sign the same agent’s name to the instru- 
ments. It has been definitely ascertained 
that some of these so-called ‘forged’ bills 
were issued for goods the agents never re- 
ceived. In other instances two or three 
bills appear outstanding against the same 
shipment. 


“Occurrences of this sort are so general 
as to lead to the belief that in many cases 
the practices have taken the place of re- 
bates as a means of retaining the business 
of favored shippers. 

“A good part of the $10,000,000 which 
was lost in these three recent failures 
comes from foreign bankers who had ac- 
cepted drafts accompanied by worthless bills 
of lading. These foreigners are still await- 
ing the shipments represented by the bills. 
Conferences such as we had here today are 
being held by European bankers to de- 
termine their future action with respect to 
the American bill of lading. 

“When it is realized that all our crops 
are financed by means of bills of lading, 
the gravity of the situation may be imag- 
ined. However, a step in the right direc- 
tion has been taken by the House of Rep- 
resentatives in passing the Stevens bill 
which makes the carriers responsible for 
the documents issued by their agents. This 
measure is now in the hands of the Senate 
and its early passage is absolutely essential 
to reassure bankers and merchants here and 
abroad that they may safely advance money 
on bills of lading to finance this year’s 
crops.” 


OUTPUT OF NEW CAPITAL 

An interesting summary presented annu- 
ally by the Belgian financial publication, 
“Le Moniteur des Interets Materiels,” of the 
new issues of securities, has just appeared 
for the year 1909. The aggregate of new is- 
sues is computed at about $4,750,000,000, but 
this includes conversion or refunding opera- 
tions to a known amount of about $480,000,- 
000. The net issues demanding new cap- 
ital, therefore, stand for 1909 at about 
$4,270,000,000. The corresponding figures 
for 1906 were $3,135,000,000; for 1907, 
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$2,918,000,000, and for 1908, $4,025,000,000. 
The following table gives in frances the 
amount of new issues, conversion or refund- 
ing issues, and the total of both classes for 
the past four years:

Apart from the immense totals dealt with, 
the most significant feature of these figures 
is the falling off in refunding operations 
during 1907 and 1908, when money was 
scarce and high. These operations were not 
resumed, even in 1909, on the scale of sev- 
eral years ago. The fact that $4,000,000,- 
000 in new capital can be found in the in- 
vesting centers of the world each year is a 
fact of high significance. To this amount 
which is put into securities there is probably 
added at least an equal, and perhaps a much 
greater amount, for buildings and private 
investments. It is admitted, moreover, that 
even for securities, the figures are not 
complete. 

The distribution made by the Belgian 
authority is according to the employment 
of the capital rather than the place where 
it was obtained. The United States stands 
at the head of the list, even after the de- 
duction of refunding issues, with net new 
issues of $1,100,000,000. Germany ranks 
next, with issues of $723,300,000; Great Bri- 
tain follows, with some of her dependencies, 
at $609,000,000, and Russia ranks next, with 
$405,000,000. France and her colonies ab- 
sorbed only $333,000,000. Canada alone ab- 
sorbed about $180,000,000 in new capital 
and outranked many independent countries. 

One of the most significant features of the 
classification of the objects of new issues 
is the fact that more than $400,000,000 was 
issued during 1909 for banking capital. Of 
this amount Germany and her colonies stood 
easily in the front rank, with issues of about 
$180,000,000. -France and her colonies took 
about $125,000,000. Latin America ranked 
high, with issues of about $29,000,000, and 
Switzerland absorbed about $16,000,000. 
Government loans exceeded those of the 
previous two years, but railway and indus- 


trial enterprises fell below the figures of 
1908. 
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THE DEUTSCHE BANK IN 1909 

According to the report of the United 
States Consular Service, the Deutsche Bank, 
the most prominent and widely extended of 
the German stock companies engaged in 
banking has a paid-up capital of 200,000,000 
marks (mark—23.8 cents), and its reserve 
fund is 105,700,000 marks. From the earn- 
ings during 1909 a dividend of 124% per 
cent is to be paid. The actual turnover 
of the company during the year amounted 
to 101,780,000,000 marks, the highest in its 
history. 

This great financial institution has been 
and still is a powerful factor in German 







Chicago is to have a bank second only to 
the National City of New York, in the 
matter of deposits and third in size of 
capitalization. It will be known as the 
Continental and Commercial National Bank 
of Chicago and is the outcome of a plan 
agreed upon for the consolidation of the 
Continental National and the Commercial 
National banks, and the two trust com- 
panies allied with these institutions. The 
consolidation will Aug- 
ust 1.

of the consolidation plan are as follows:

The statement 
issued by the joint committee gives more in 
detail the plan of merger and says: 


“The name of the Consolidated National 
banks will be ‘The Continental and Com- 
mercial National Bank of Chicago.’

It has 
financed and built various railroads in 


oriental countries, thereby furnishing profits 
to German industries and employment to 
thousands of German workmen at home 
and abroad. It has branches in various 
South American cities, in London, Brussels 
and Constantinople, and financial connec- 
tions the world over. The bank and its 
branches and agencies promote German ex- 
ports to and German mechanical and en- 
gineering enterprises in foreign countries, 
without which Germany could not maintain 
its over 60,000,000 people on an area less 
than that of the State of Texas. 





“The Continental and Commercial Na- 
tional Bank will have a paid up capital 
stock of $20,000,000 and $10,000,000 surplus 
and undivided profits. 

“The American Trust and Savings Bank 


and the Commercial Trust and Savings Bank 
will be consolidated under the name of 
‘The Continental and Commercial Trust and 
Savings Bank.’ 

“The capital stock of the Continental and 
Commercial Trust and Savings Bank will 
be $3,000,000 and will continue to be trusteed 
and owned by the stockholders of the Con- 
tinental and Commercial National Bank. 

“The total capital stock of all these banks 
will be $23,000,000, and their surplus and 
undivided profits will be $10,000,000, or a 
total of $33,000,000 in capital, surplus and 
undivided profits. 


“The total deposits of these banks is 
$185,000,000, and their total resources is 
$218,000,000. 

“The Commercial business will be trans- 
acted through the Continental and Commer- 
cial National Bank, and the savings, trust 
and bond business will be conducted by the 
Continental and Commercial Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank.” 

This plan of amalgamation was ratified 
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by the directors of both banks early in 
June and has yet to be ratified by the 
stockholders who will meet this month for 
that purpose. 


In discussing the merger, George M. Rey- 
nolds, who will be president of the con- 
solidated institution, said: 


“The vital idea underlying the merger is 


that of the commercial and financial de- 
velopment of Chicago. A bank with the 


strength of the new Continental and Com- 
mercial National will equip Chicago to deal 
directly with the great foreign money mar- 
kets, and will strengthen the city as a 
money center. 


“The western country and the territory 
contiguous to Chicago is the producing part 
of the country. It is the place where wealth 
has its inception. 


“The directors of the two banks believe 
that the great increase in the wealth of 
this vast producing territory make it im- 
perative that Chicago should expand its 
facilities for handling this wealth. The con- 
solidation is to help along the situation. I 
don’t think the merger ever would have been 
brought about solely for the reason of es- 


tablishing a big bank. The underlying 


reason for the consolidation was the idea 
that it would be a public service.”

George E. Roberts, president of the Com- 
mercial National, retires.

He was director of the United States 
mint when he accepted the presidency of the 
Commercial National bank, and is president 
of the Chicago Clearing House. He is a 
recognized authority on banking subjects.

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In order to facilitate the arrangements 
and that a thorough understanding might 
be had regarding the requirements for a 
convention of the magnitude of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association annual meetings, 
and that the local committees at Los Angeles 
might have the full benefit of former ex- 
periences in convention details, General 
Secretary Farnsworth spent four days in 
Los Angeles recently. He found the com- 
mittees perfectly organized and fully alive 
to the needs of the coming convention. The 
general secretary met the chairman of all 
of the committees at a dinner given by 
Stoddard Jess, vice-chairman of the local 
executive committee, and also at a luncheon 
given by J. D. Radford, chairman of one 
of the committees which had been divided 


into several sub-committees, all of which 
were represented at this luncheon. 

The headquarters hotel, the Alexandria, 
will be utilized for registration purposes. 
Los Angeles is one of the best equipped 
cities of the country, for its size, in hotels. 
It has several large hotels which will class 
well with the Alexandria, which, of course, 
can accommodate only a very small pro- 
portion of the bankers who will attend. 
For those who would not care to be in the 
heat of activity all of the time, the local 
committee as well as the general secretary 
recommend particularly the Virginia Hotel 
at Long Beach, and the Maryland at Pasa- 
dena. Both of these hotels are conveniently 
located on a four-track trolley line which 
gives express service, and the best traction 





















service in the United States; the trip to 
these two points occupying about thirty- 
five minutes. Both hotels are first class and 
well equipped. The hotel at Long Beach 
fronts the Pacific Ocean, is a fireproof struc- 
ture, and is magnificent in its appointments, 
one of the best on the Pacific slope. Both 
hotels can offer superior accommodations to 
those who would like to locate in a de- 
sirable place outside and, at the same time, 
convenient to the city. 

While the program for the Los Angeles 
convention has not yet been definitely ar- 
ranged, without doubt the business sessions 
will be planned as at Chicago. The enter- 
tainment features will probably embody a 
grand reception and ball at the Shrine 
Auditorium, a magnificent building particu- 
larly adapted to a function of this kind; 
theatre parties, automobile trips, special en- 
tertainment for the ladies, and a trip for 
all to the famous Catalina Islands, where 
a barbecue will be given the visitors. 

A new system of registration will be pro- 
mulgated, and the association will issue 
daily a complete printed registration list, 
in convenient form, containing only names 
of delegates and guests.

Extravagance in the administration of 
municipalities was touched upon by Myron 
T. Herrick, president of the Society for 
Savings of Cleveland, in responding to the 
addresses of welcome at the annual meet- 
ing of the Ohio Bankers’ Association held 
at Columbus early in June. Colonel Her- 
rick commented on the fact that while the 
bankers held it to be necessary, when pur- 
chasing an issue of bonds made by a private 
or a semi-public corporation, to go deeply 
into the business affairs of the corporation 
issuing them, yet in buying national, State 
or municipal bonds they were content to 
take much on trust. In the latter case, 
he stated, they seem to think that the 
fact that they are issued by a taxing sub- 
division of the country is a sufficient recom- 
mendation, and no inquiry into the business 
management of the corporation issuing them 
is made. This, Colonel Herrick contends, 
should be changed. No bank, in his opinion, 
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should purchase municipal bonds where 
there is an extravagant city administra- 
tion, where the funds of the municipality 
are wasted, where there is graft and other 
misdoing. “If,” he maintains, “the bankers 
of the country were to insist upon the 
cities and the States being operated in as 
businesslike a manner as they do where 
private and semi-public corporations are 
concerned, there would soon be an end to 
graft in our cities, as without the ability 
to obtain credit, the loosely governed city, 
county or State would have to stop all 
public improvements and there would be a 
change which would put men who would 
govern the city honestly into office, and 
the problems of municipal government 
would be solved.” 

Among the resolutions which were adopted 
by the association, one favored an amend- 
ment to the Federal laws which would per- 
mit national banks to lend a reasonable 
percentage of their capital and deposits on 
real estate mortgage security. Another com- 
mended the governor of Ohio and the legis- 
lative and taxation committees of the asso- 
ciation for their efforts in assisting in the 
enactment of the law, at the late session 
of the Legislature, limiting the tax rate to 
1 per cent upon the assessed valuation of 
the property of the State. <A third resolu- 
tion, likewise adopted, proposes that in view 
of the aid afforded the banks of the larger 
cities during the 1907 panic by the use of 
clearing-house certificates and scrip, the 
president of the association be empowered 
to appoint a committee of one from each 
group which would take up the subject of 
the organization of a State clearing house 
or group clearing houses, to act in case of 
any financial panic. Under this resolution 
it is further provided that, after the matter 
of the organization of these clearing houses 
has been decided by the committee, the re- 
port be referred to the executive council 
of the association, and on its approval ar- 
rangements be made to put the plan into 
effect as early as practicable. With repre- 
sentatives from the clearing houses of Cin- 
cinnati, Pittsburg, Toledo, Cleveland, Louis- 
ville, Indianapolis and other cities, the asso- 
ciation took up the question of an organiza- 
tion of the clearing houses of the Central 
West and the adoption of a uniform charge 
of collection to be made by all members of 
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these clearing houses. The matter was the 
subject of several conferences, and it is ex- 
pected that it will again be taken up for 
decision in the near future. 

In a discussion of the Central Bank prop- 
osition, Colonel J. J. Sullivan, president of 
the Central National Bank of Cleveland, 
spoke in favor of its establishment and 
Morris M. White, chairman of the board of 
the Fourth National Bank of Cincinnati, ex- 
pressed himself as opposed to the idea. 

A. W. Harris of the banking house of N. 
W. Harris & Co. of New York, and the 
Harris Trust & Savings Bank of Chicago, 
addressed the meeting on “The Bankers’ 
Responsibility in Saying No.” 


Several special trains from the East for 
the Los Angeles convention have been an- 
nounced. Both the Pennsylvania and New 
York Central will send specials west, and 
the trains usually made up by the Ohio 
bankers from Cleveland, and by Illinois and 
Wisconsin bankers from Chicago are now 
booking reservations. The Ohio train will 
leave Cleveland about September 19, going 
by way of the Canadian Pacific to Van- 
couver, and then to Seattle on one of the 
magnificent steamers of the Empress Line. 
The party will stay a day and a half in 
Victoria and at least a day each in Port- 
land and Seattle with several days in San 
Francisco and will visit all the prominent 
resorts on the Pacific coast, arriving in Los 
Angeles on the Sunday preceding the con- 
vention. On the return trip at least a day 
and a half will be spent at the Grand Can- 
yon of the Colorado. Cripple Creek, Denver, 
Colorado Springs and other Colorado resorts 
will be visited. The Chicago bankers have 
divided the whole haul between different 
roads, going by the Northwestern to Omaha, 
the Burlington from Omaha to Denver and 
the Santa Fe to Los Angeles. Returning 
they will use the Southern Pacific to El 
Paso, the Rock Island to Kansas City and 
the Milwaukee to Chicago. By this means 
it would appear that all the roads having 
Chicago banking affiliations ought to be sat- 
isfied. W. G. Schroeder, of the Continental 
National bank, is chairman of’the commit- 
tee. The train will be a fine one and Chi- 


cago has invited the Wisconsin men to go 
with them. The fare will be about $62.50 
from Chicago for the round trip and tickets 
may include all the cities of Southern Cali- 
fornia and San Francisco at that price. To 
return by way of Portland will be $15.00 
extra. The rates are less by $10.00 and 
$15.00 respectively than the regular sum- 
mer tourist rates. 


The speakers thus far announced for the 
annual convention of the Washington 
Bankers’ Association, to be held July 21- 
23, are H. P. Hilliard, president of the Cen- 
tral National Bank of St. Louis; James K. 
Lynch, vice-president of the First National 
Bank of San Francisco, whose subject will 
be “The Banks and the People;” B. L. Jen- 
kins, auditor of the Union Securities Com- 
panies of Spokane, who will discuss “The 
Credit Department of the Country Bank;” 
Wesley L. Jones, U. S. Senator from Wash- 
ington, and Thomas Burke of Seattle, whose 
paper will treat of “The Conservation of 
Our National Resources.” The meeting will 
take place at Hoquiam-Aberdeen, and a 
joint committee of the bankers of those 
cities is preparing an elaborate program for 
the entertainment of the visitors. As this is 
the first time the Association has held a 
convention in the southwestern part of the 
State, an especially large attendance is 
looked for. 


Nineteen years of unceasing service as 
secretary and treasurer of the Mississippi 
State Bankers’ Association were rewarded 
when B. W. Griffith, of Vicksburg, was 
elected president of the association for the 
coming year by acclamation. The retiring 
president, W. M. Anderson of Jackson, in a 
few well chosen words spoke of the pleasure 
with which he turned the gavel over to 
the new president. 

The other officers elected were as fol- 
lows: Vice-president, C. H. Williams of 
Yazoo City; secretary-treasurer, Richard 
Griffith of Vicksburg; executive committee:

president Merchants Natienal, Worcester. 


The Georgia Bankers’ Association Con- 
vention was well attended. It convened 
June 7 at Atlanta and an exceedingly in- 
teresting program was presented. 


“Railway investments today pay a smaller 
return than do the profits of almost any 
other business. It is as much to the in- 
terest of the public as to the company that 
their railway problem should be fairly set- 
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tled. I believe that such an adjustment will 
be made. 

“Meantime, however, investors of railway 
securities and the public must suffer through 
the uncertainty of the situation. I am 
afraid this situation must become worse be- 
fore the solution of the railway problem is 
reached. 


“I look to Mr. Roosevelt to do a great 
deal toward bringing about a satisfactory 
settlement of financial, railway and trust 
problems. With his immense popularity, 
his patriotic desire to do that which is best 
for the whole people and his unlimited 
courage, he can lead public opinion where 
others must merely follow.” 

A resolution in which the establishment 
of the postal savings bank system is de- 
clared to be unnecessary and unwise was 
adopted by the Georgia Bankers’ Association 
in annual session this week at Atlanta. 
Following its adoption, the Association, 
through telegraphic communication, made 
known its attitude toward the bill to the 
Georgia Senators and Congressmen at Wash- 
ington, and urged that they use their in- 
fluence to bring about the defeat of the 
pending bill. Congressman Vreeland, who 
was to have been one of the speakers at 
the meeting, was unable to be present. 


Colonel Sigo Myers, one of Savannah’s 
most prominent bankers, was honored at 
the recent conference of Southern bankers 
held in Tampa, Fla. Colonel Myers is presi- 
dent of the National Bank of Savannah, also 
president of the Oglethorpe Savings and 
Trust Company, and his election to the 
presidency of the Southern Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation is a recognition of his ability as a 
banker and his thorough understanding of 
the country’s needs. At this conference he 
made a very able address opposing the 
Postal Savings Bank, which is published 
elsewhere in this issue. 


A. B. Ahrensfeld has been appointed As- 
sistant Cashier of the National Produce 
Bank of Chicago, to take the place of W. 
F. Doggett, who has become Assistant Cash- 
ier of the Colonial Trust & Savings Bank. 
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TRUST COMPANY CHARTERS 

Organizations of trust companies as an 
adjunct to a national bank is becoming 
very popular in Chicago. 

The National Bank of the Republic has 
applied for a charter to organize the Trust 
and Savings Bank of the Republic. It is 
not intended to organize the trust company 
at once, but the directors of the bank will 
be prepared to do so whenever it is deemed 
expedient. The capital will be $1,000,000, 
owned by the stockholders of the National 
Bank of the Republic. 
with 


This is in accordance 
what has become the custom with 
national banks taking out trust company 
charters. 


Directors of the National City Bank have 
also under advisement the organization of 
a trust company and may at any time take 
out a charter. 

The Commercial National Bank was some 
years ago forestalled in the matter of a 
trust company charter bearing its name and 
in consequence was forced to buy out some 
enterprising individuals who had secured 
such a charter. 

The Fort Dearborn National Bank has a 
trust company charter secured several years 
ago. All the larger national banks have 
been stirred by the consolidation of the 
Continental and Commercial and each has 
figured on a way to increase its prestige. 
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Beman Thomas is reported to have be- 
come cashier of the Security Savings Bank 
of Columbus, Ohio, succeeding F. T. Jones, 
resigned. 


The Kensington Trust Co. of Philadelphia 
lately took possession of its own new build- 
ing at Kensington and Allegheny avenues. 
The company began business in May, 1906. 

A meeting of the stockholders of the Lo- 
rain Street Savings Bank Co. of Cleveland 
was held on June 22 to ratify the plan of 


increasing the capital from $100,000 to 
$200,000. 


Alden Anderson will resign as superin- 
tendent of the California Banking Depart- 
ment on July 1, having become a candidate 
for the Governorship of the State. 

The Lincoln National Bank of Pittsburgh 
recently moved from its temporary quarters 
on Liberty avenue to its new offices in the 
Henry W. Oliver building. The bank is lo- 
cated on the ground floor and the equipment 


of its new premises is both up-to-date and 
attractive. 


A. Piatt Andrew was sworn into office as 


assistant secretary of the United States 
Treasury on June 8. Mr. Andrew was 
director of the United States Mint. As 
assistant secretary of the treasury he suc- 
ceeds Charles Dyer Norton, who has become 
secretary to President Taft. 

John P. MacBean has been chosen presi- 
dent of the Wayne Junction Trust Company 
of Philadelphia to succeed James A. Hayes, 
who resigned. Mr. Hayes, who withdrew 
from the presidency because of the pressure 
of private business interests, was presented 
with a loving cup by the directors. 

Thomas Gamon, Jr., has been elected as- 
sistant treasurer of the First Mortgage 
yuarantee & Trust Co. of Philadelphia to 
take the place of Charles Lafferty, who re- 
signed to become cashier of the Vineland 
(N. J.) National Bank. Mr. Gamon was 
chief clerk of the Corn Exchange National 
Bank of Philadelphia. 

Ernest J. Knabe, Jr., has resigned from 
the directorate of the Commercial & Far- 
mers’ National Bank of Baltimore, having 
disposed of his stock in the institution to 
President Samuel H. Shriver and other in- 
terests in the bank. Neither the amount 
of stock which Mr. Knabe relinquishes nor 
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the price paid for the same has been made 
known, but his holdings in the bank are said 
to have been large. 

A merger of the Central National Bank 
of Wilkinsburg, Pa., and the Wilkinsburg 
Trust Co. was effected on the 1st inst. under 
the name of the Central National. C. S. 
Marshall, president of the latter, is at the 
head of the consolidated institution. J. 
Frank Miller, heretofore cashier of the bank, 
has become vice-president, and George Ran- 
kin, Jr., secretary of the trust company, 
succeeds Mr. Miller in the cashiership of the 
Central National. 


E. H. Steinman, formerly a director of 
the Farmers’ & Merchants’ National Bank 
of Mt. Pleasant, Pa., and president of the 
Acme Lumber & Supply Co., was sentenced 
on June 4 to five years’ imprisonment at 
Leavenworth, Kan. He was convicted of 
having aided Charles E. Mullin, former cash- 
ier of the bank, in the misapplication of the 
institution’s funds. The cashier was given a 
similar sentence on May 28. 


The proposition to increase the capital of 
the American Bank of Philadelphia from 
$100,000 to $200,000 was ratified by the 
stockholders on June 6. The bank an- 
nounces the addition of $10,000 to the sur- 
plus, making the latter $20,000. It also re- 
ports undivided profits of $19,000. The in- 
stitution began business in June, 1908. The 
present is the second addition to capital. 
The amount, originally $50,000, was in- 
creased to $100,000 in March, 1909.

Mr. Durant had been identified for twenty 
years with the Deshler National, which is 
to consolidate with the Hayden-Clinton 
National. 


The Bank of Buffalo recently celebrated 
the completion in the alterations in the in- 
terior arrangement of the bank building 
with a luncheon. The bank now has greater 
floor space and better facilities for the 
transaction of its business. 


At a meeting of the stockholders of the 
Union Savings & Trust Co. of Seattle, 
Wash., on June 14, it was voted to increase 
the capital from $300,000 to $600,000. 
Through the issuance of the new stock the 
surplus will probably be increased to about 
$150,000. A small portion of the proposed 
issue will be offered to outside interests 
at $130 per share.

Co. of St. Louis, has been engaged as one 
of the bond salesmen for the Milwaukee 
Trust Co. 
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A. M. Young, who recently resigned as 
bank commissioner of Oklahoma, was elected 
president of the Reserve State Bank of 
Oklahoma City. The institution is a new 
one, organized with $200,000 capital, and is 
reported to have absorbed the Central State 
Bank of Oklahoma City, which began busi- 
ness on Oct. 11, 1909, with $100,000 capital. 
Mr. Young’s associates in the management 
of the new bank are C. G. Webster, vice- 
president; A. W. Anderson, cashier, and R.

It will be located in the new 
building of the gas company at Michigan 
avenue and Adams street as soon as offices 
are prepared for it. Mr. Bosworth, one of 
the incorporators, will be president of the 
bank. He resigned as national bank ex- 
aminer for the Chicago district last winter 
to give his time to the work of organization. 
His assistant examiner, Griffin, will be cash- 
ier, and E. H. Reynolds, assistant cashier. 
The latter is a son of George M. Reynolds, 
president of the Continental National and 
he has been assistant cashier of the South 
Side State Bank for about a year. 

The Fourth National, New York City, will 
enlarge its quarters rather than erect a 
new building. Ample capital was recently 
provided by the stockholders for this pur- 
pose. This bank purchased from the Ger- 
mania Life Insurance Co. the northern half 
of the block bounded by Pine, Nassau and 
Cedar streets. The property thus acquired 
extends approximately 150 feet on Nassau, 
73 feet on Cedar and 94 on Pine street. It 
is one of the most valuable sites in the 
financial district of New York, valued by 
real estate experts at $3,500,000, though 


figuring in the assets of the institution at 
2,500,000.
